Where it is necessary to gather 
seed before it has matured in order to 
save it from destruction by frost, the 
same features of selection should he 
observed. 
Select seed only from nor­ 
ma!, vigorous plants, avoid smutted 
stalks and those that are prematurely 
dead. 
The seed should he put In a 
dry place the same day it is gathered 
and placed in such a manner that the 
ears do not touch each other and 
where there is a free circulation of 
air but not cold enough to freeze. 
The best seed, of course, Is that 
which bus matured on the stalk. 
If 
frost holds oft’ afte^ immature seed 
has been selected, a second selection 
can be made and the immature seed 
can be used for feed.

President Coolidge in this, one of 
tile few public appearances he has p e r 
nutted himself during the campaign, 
declared that it is well known that 
America’s economic problems are far 
from solved, but that constant prog­ 
ress Is being made in the fields of 
production 
and 
distribution. 
When 
regulation because of abuses lins be­ 
come necessary, it has been put into 
effect, President Coolidge pointed out. 
“The retd fact is,” he continued, 
“that In a republic like ours the peo­ 
ple are the government, and if they 
cannot secure perfection in their own 
economic life it is altogether improb­ 
able that the government run secure 
it for them. 
The same human nature 
which presides over private enterprise 
must be employe^ for public action. 


Strain on Economic System. 
“It is very difficult to reconcile the 
American ideal of a sovereign people 
capable of owning and managing their 
own government with an inability to 
own and manage their own business. 
No doubt there are certain municipali­ 
ties where some public utilities have 
been managed through public owner­ 
ship with a creditable success. 
Rut 
this Is very different from a proposal 
that the national government should 
take over railroads and other public 
utilities. 
What a strain this would 
be to our economic system will he 
realized when it is remembered that 
public commissions set the value of 
sud) Utilities at about $35,000,000,000, 
and th at they have about 2,750,000 
employees. 
Such 
an 
undertaking 
would mean about -IM,Toh,PX),OOO an­ 
nually in bond interest, and an oper­ 
ating budget estimated at about |9,- 
000,000,000. 
These 
utilities 
are 
no 
longer in tho hands of a few, directly 
or 
Indirectly. 
They are 
owned 
by 
scores of millions of our inhabitants. 
It would mean u loss in public rev­ 
enue estimated at $000,000,000 a year, , 
and while in Industrial states it might 
not increa&e the tax on the farmer 
more than 3 per cent or 4 per cent, 
in many agricultural counties it would 
run as h'gh us to 40 per cent. 
The President, em phasising his fun­ 
damental belief in the principles whirl 
dictate private ownership of utilities 
as a public policy, said: 
“I have mentioned 11 ie desirability 
for the people to keep control #<<f their 
own government and their own prop­ 
erty, because I believe that is one of 
the American ideals for public welfare 
in harmony with the efforts of the 
first Contineu a1 «. 
>. 
They ob­ 
jected 
to 
small 
infractions, 
which 
would destroy great principles of lib­ 
erty. 
Unless 
we can 
maintain tile 
integrity of the courts, where the in­ 
dividual can secure his rights, any 
kind of tyranny may follow. 
If the 
people lose control of tilt' arteries of 
trade and the natural c u 
r ; of me­ 
chanical power,'Min* nationalization of 
all Industry could soon be expected. 
Our forefathers were alert to resist 
all encroachments upon their rights. 
If we wish to maintain our rights, we 
can do no lest. 
Through the break­ 
ing down of the power of the courts 
lies an easy way to the confiscation 
of the property and destruction of the 
liberty of the Individual. 
With rail­ 
ways anti electrical utilities under po­ 
litical control, Hie domination of a 
group would be so firmly intrenched 
in the whole direction of our govern­ 
ment that the privilege of citizenship 
for the rest of the people would con­ 
sist largely in the payment of taxes.” 


Protection in the Courts. 


Tracing the formation of the Con­ 
stitution. the President pointed out 
that not only at home Is this docu­ 
ment Justly revered, but it is the foun­ 
dation of other republics scattered 
through the length and breadth of the 
world. 
“Ours, tis you knew, is a govern­ 
ment 
of 
limited 
power,” 
President 
Coolidge pointed out. 
“The Consti­ 
tution confer* the authority for cer­ 
tain actions upon the President and 
the congress, and explicitly prohibits 
them from taking other actions, 
This 
is done to protect the rights and lib­ 
erties of the people. 
The government 
is limited, only the people* are abso­ 
lute. 
Whenever the legislative or ex­ 
ecutive power undertakes to overstep 
the hounds of its 
limitations, 
any 
person who is Injured may resort to 
the courts for protection and remedy. 
We do not submit the precious fights 
of the people to the1 hazard of a prej­ 
udiced and irresponsible political de­ 
termination, 
We do not expose flip 
rights of the weak to the danger of 
being overcome in the public forum 
by popular uproar, hut protect theta 
in 
the sanctity 
of 
the 
courtroom, 
where the still, small voice Will not 
fall to be heard. 
Any attem pt to 
changa this method Of procedure is an 
attem pt to put the people again in 
jeopardy o f the Impositions and the 
tyrannies from which the first Conti­ 
nental 
congress 
sought 
to 
deliver
